Additionally, the recitation in claim 1 , lines 13-15 "wherein the outer 
layer essentially comprises an amine-rich resin having an amino group content not smaller than about 4 E -5 g e#uivalents/g, the outer 
layer being laminated on the plasma-treated outer peripheral surface of the intermediate layer" would require further consideration and/or 
search. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments discussing the proposed 
amendments are not considered because the amendments are not entered. Applicant argues that the Gilbert et al. patent discloses that 
the material subjected to electrical treatment is the extruded polyethylene and that this is different from the present invention (PBT, PBN, 
PET, PEN). However, the Gilbert et al. patent is not relied upon to teach the different layers or the plural-layer structure. Gilbert is relied 
upon to teach an imine disposed between plastic sheets for the purpose of promoting adhesion by the process of an electrical treatment. 
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
